The flying times are now amended and correct. Many apologies for the 
errors . It is true they were indeed a sh am ble s, being caused mainly by 
adding the totals for April 1962 to the total flying times at the end of 
February instead of March. 

The investigation by Lockheed of the previous unsuccessful ejection 
at tem pts from this aircraft has produced some very interesting results. On 
every test they carried oat. the seat. catapult aadassodated trappings worked 
satis f actorily when ejected through the canopy at aneraal ground temperature , 
even with s imulat ed air pressures and 0 leads. However, when the canopy was 
chilled to temperatures ranging from -7 deg.C to -50 deg.C the seat did mot 
even break the canopy let alone go through it. The important fact is this;
